— News comes from 
Bradford this morning of a horrible mur- 
der so similar in its appalling details to 
villainies of tho Wlii ecliapel lieiid as to 
lead to tho supposition that •'Jack the 
Ripper" has changed his scene of opera- 
tions, or that sumo murderous inauiau has 
been imitati'ng his work. The victim m 
this case, however, was a boy only eight 
years of age, who was found this morning' 
inastablo shockingly mutilated. His earuj'' At 
nose, legs and arms had been cut, (11, .■indiTlJ^ 
the body had been diseinhowelled ami i'' 
memhered and parts stufl'ed ini.d the 
cavity, as was tho case in the AVhiiech, 
murders. Tho perpetrator of this K 
horror left no traco behind him. BradfoV 
to-day is in u turmoil of mingled terroi^ 
and oxoitement, and there is but one topicv. 
of discussion. The streets, hi the vicinity . 
of the stable where the boy's mutilated 
body was discovered, aro lilled with an ex- 
cited multitude. Later news from Brad- 
ford says .1 milkman was arrcslid on 
suspicion of having committed the imir- ' 
dor. The boy used sometimes to iccom- 
pany the milkmau on his rounds, and the 
prisoner wiis the first to recr)gnize the 
mutilated body of the lad. It is now cer-

'J'he cDiiligiiratioii of tlie aite 
of the city niakua tho laying of tracks 
within it.s bounds an easy matter antl there 
is no engineering difliculty in the roads 
that lead to it tliat cannot be easily over- 
come.

Ho compelled the Deuvicratic 
Party to make tiiat tho issue of t'le presi- 
dontial coiiipaign. ]\[aiiy of the party 
wore reluctant to inako it the principal 
plank in its platform; bub they found it 
useless to contend against tho will of tlio 
President. The election was run on that 
issue and the President and his party 
were beaten. But the struggle was hard- 
ly over when Mr. Cleveland, in his mes- 
sage to Congress, advocated larilf reform 
ai energetically and with as mucli con- 
fidence ill tho priiiciplos w.'iich he enun- 
ciated as ho did before it began.

He has placed himself at tho 
head of tho party of Tarill' Reform, and 
thore is not a man in tho United iStates 
who questions his claim to its leadershi]). 
Ho has proved that he possesses, at least, 
two of the principal qualities of a leader 
of men — courage and fortitude. He has 
shown that he can contend' for what he 
considers the right, no matter what the 
odds are against him, and he has also 
shown that ho can beardefeat like a brave 
man, and before the smoke of the battle 
has cleared aw.ay, is ready to figlit again 
Mr. Cleveland is shuwiiii,' hia supjiortera 
that ho is worthy of tho conhdeiice they 
placed in him, and we are verj' great 
Ij' mistaken if ho doe.s not retire 
from the presidential chair a more popu 
lar, and in every way, a more rospocled 
man, than whan he was elected to till it. 

INVOLDNTARY ADVERTISING. 

The boat advertised book of the duy is 
" Robert Elsmere." When it first canto 
out Mr. GLulstoue thought it of sufficient 
importance to review it over his own sig- 
nature. This stimulated the sale of tho 
book wonderfully. Then tho newspapers 
noticed it, many of them at groat length. 
Soino of these noticoa gave rise to dis- 
cussions as to the nature and tendency of 
the work. All these notices and coiitro- 
veraica attracted attention and made 
peoplo desirous of reading a book about 
wliich so much was being written. As if 
this was not advertising enough, the 
clergymen took to commenting on the 
much-reviewed novel in the pulpit, some 
of them controversial!}' and others in a 
denunciatory way. This clerical criticism 
whetted tho ]mhlie curiosity with regard 
to tho bocik, .'iiiil caused thousands to buy 
it that would never liave heard of it if it 
had not been nientiom-d in the cliurches. 
Perhaps the most ell'ectivi; .single advor- 
tiaomeiit that has been given the hetero- 
dox novel in Canada waa its public con- 
demnation by the Soliool Board of King- 
ston, Ontario. That body, considering 
that it is a work tliat young people shmild 
not read, expurgated it frum the school 
library list. This, of course, excited ilu.' 
curiosity of every young person in or near 
tho city. They were eager to see tiie book 
that tho Hoard considered too bad to have a 
place ill the school lib'rary. Wo venture 
to say that a week after the condoiiina - 
tion of the book by tho school aulhori" 
ti(,'8 not a single copy of it was to be had 
at any bookstore in Kingston. ISome of 
thoae wfio bought tho bad, had book in 
tho hope of seoing in it something 
"naughty" in the ordinary sense of tho 
word, must have been greatly disap- 
pointed. Were it not for the fuss tiiat 
has been made about it, five out of every 
six iiovol-readors would ))roiiouiice it 
dull and dry, and if they did not throw 
the book aside half used, would skip all 
the "dangerous" jiarts of it in order to 
liiid out how tho story ends, liven then 
thoy would not be pleased with it, for a 
stoiy that does nut end well is seldom 
popul ir. The moral to be drawn from 
the success of *' Robert Elsmere" as a 
booksellei's speculation is : In this free 
country, if you want a bonk to die ami 
be forgotten, say nothing about it. Leave 
it severely alone. If it possesses merit of 
any kind adverse criticism will only help 
to gain for it appreciation, livery time 
tho book is nientioiie.l, either in praise or 
condemnation, it is aiiviM'tised. And 
every observant man in those days knows 
what virtue there is in publicity.

When 
onco it is knovrn in the «ttstern markets it 
will, we are quite sure, bo eagerly sought 
fur. But 'it is im^rtant' i^fc ' people 
should 'lioti' form fal^ id^aa'pf its nature 
before they have found outt for;them- 
solves what it is like. The Montreal Gax- 
ctte, in an excollant notice of tho akil tiah- 
ory, says "that if the hopes regarding it 
are re^ilizod it may prove a "rival of the 
Newfoundland fisheries." Tho skil can 
iioTor bo a rival of tho codfish in any re- 
«pect. They are altogether a different 
fish. It is OS roasonablo to speak of pork 
as the rirnl of venison or of the potato as 
^he rival of the vegetable-marrow as of 
the skil being the rival of the codfish. Tho 
fish that the skil is likely to compote with 
or to be a substitue for is the mackerel. 
Thoy resomblo each other in many re- 
spects, tho skil being tho more delicately 
avored fish of the two. Those wluj rulisli 
a fat, juicy, finely llavorod ami in every 
way palatable pickled fish cannot but bo 
pleased with tho skil. So far from re- 
sembling tho codfish as food it is, in al- 
most every respect, its exact opposite. 

What object, other than a bad one, 
an the TIiiich have in comparing the 
wholcaale price of coal at San Francisco 
with the rutail rate at Victoria t Saya the 
Tiiiu's: "At San Francisco, 800 miles 
from the point of supply, coal is selling 
atSl:!; at Victoria, only 75 miles from 
the mine, coal is $10." This is tho mean- 
est kind of misrepresentation. The San 
Francisco quotation of the Times is for tlie 
ciirgo, not for the ton. The retail rate at 
San Francisco is 814 and $15. The Vic- 
toria consumer, it will be seen, has from 
S-l to §5 a ton the advantago of tho San 
Francisco consumer, while at the mine 
rate to all is uniform -.S(> |)or ton. It 
is proper that gullible people like the 
hysterical "Old Resident" should under- 
Btund that they are deceived by the Tii}ii's 
eople, who basely and meanly jilace tho 
cargo rate at San Francisco against the 
tail rate at V^ictoria and then protest 
against what it is pleased to term an "ex- 
tortion" practiced on the Victoria public. 
The position of Victorians is infinitely 
better than that of San Franciscans, as 
any one will see at a glance.

I showed' thot should 
they fail to dispose of it for a money con- 
sideration thoy would throw it back on 
tho government's hands; aod I askod the 
house to require from tho company cosh 
security as an earnest of good faith.! ; I 
am sorry to • say that my words were uh 
heeded. The charter was granted with 
out Bbcurity and tho dismal failure foro 
shadowed in my letters ia now apparent 
The country, by this time, ought to have 
its fill of the Ainsworths. Tliey have 
ncvor discharged a sini^le public obliga- 
tion; and the go\rern)nei)t,j-on more than 
ono occasion, ha8'i>l}nia^serioiis risk by 
supporting their schorass and condoning 
ciioir olTencoB. Look at tlie Eagle Pass 
AmjihibiouB wagon road; and tho first 
Kuutenay Bill !

Funeral Obseqnle.i of the Late Kn. Margaret 

Uoriow Campbell. 

Tho last sad ritea in connection with tho 
death of l\.fargaret Morrow, the boloved 
wife of iMr. Francis Campbell, took placo 
yesterday morning, the ceremony being 
coiulucted without oatontation or display, 
in accordance with tlio often oxpreaaed 
desire of the deceased lady.

Thodeceas- 
od gentleman (who owned the property 
which was being consumed) was one of the 
first to arrive on tho scono after tho alarm 
sounded.

Milno 
was snmmoned, and upon examination, 
pronounced lifeextinct, tho cause of death 
being heart disease. Tho late Mr. Finnoy 
w;i3 a native of England, and was another 
of British Columbia's pioneers. Hocamo 
to this (irovinco in tho fall of 1862, on 
the ship Ashmore, via. Gapo Horn, and 
has since resided hero. Ho was a carpen- 
ter by trade, and waa a Crimean veteran. 
Duriiii^ Ilia rosidencu in Victoria ho corn- 
idoleti several contracts under Dominion 
( iovurnuieiit, his last work being the 
erection tif a fug signal station afPoint 
Atkinson. Ho had for some yearq past 
beon a sult'erer from heart diieue, and 
ivas aware that his end would be sudden. 
In fact, he was rather pleased to know 
ho would thus die, and more than once 
he informed friends that he would not 
desire a hajipier death. About three 
years ago he lost his wife, and he leaves 
no near relatives, a brother-in-law in this 
city and some cousins in England being 
all who can claim relationship. Tho late 
Mr. Finney waa about (iO years of age, 
and was a member of Victoria Lodge, 
No. 1, I. C). O. F., under wlmso auspioen 
tho funeral will take placo to-day at 
o'clock from his lato reaidoncu. Quadra 
Btreet, and at 2:30 from the Reformed 
E|)iacopal Church, llo was possessed of 
considerable real estato property, situated 
on Fort, Quadra and Mores streets, and 
is believed to havo left a will. On Friday 
liu inforiiieil a friend that he had that 
day received a considerable sum of money 
after banking hours. Yestorday the ad- 
ministrator, boing hifornied of this fact, 
made a thorough search of the deceased's 
house, and in the mattress of the bod 
^vaa found the sum of $800.
